JAPANESE PREMIER'S PARTY 
LEADS, 114-64, IN ELECTION 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Feb. 22 — Early re- 


turns from Japan’s second election 
under universal suffrage for men 
showed strong support today for 
the regime of Premier Yuko Ha- 
maguchi and the Minseito party, 
which backs the Government. 

On the face of incomplete re- 
turns, the Minseito party has 
gained 114 seats in the House of 
Representatives, as compared with 
64 seats obtained by the Seiyukai 
party, the chief opposition group. 
The FProletarian or Labor party 
has gained four members and 
other groups nine. 

Four hundred and sixty-six 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives were to be slected after 
a campaign fought over domestic 
issues, chiefly finance and eco- 
nomics. The campaign began with 
the dissolution of the House of 
Representatives Jan. 21. 

Lack of support of the Prole- 
tarian group has been a feature of 
the election. Labor leaders, who 
previously held eight seats in the 
House, had expected to at least 
triple their membership.

ACCUSED CALLED 
SLAYING ACCIDENTAL 


Testified He Was Shooting 
at Another Man When 
Woman Was Fatally 
Wounded, Sept. 25. 


After four hours’ deliberation, a 
jury in Circuit Judge Calhoun's 
Court decided on life imprisonment 
for Lyman Wilbur, 32 years old, 
who shot and killed his divorced 
wife, Mrs. Beatrice Wilbur, 28, last 
Sept. 25, in her rooming house at 
1820A Chouteau avenue. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock last night 
the jury foreman, Robert L. Wind- 
muller, sales-manager of Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., announced a verdict 
had been reached. Judge Calhoun 
was summoned from the Odeon, 
where he had been attending the 
opera. He was attired in evening 
dress when he appeared to receive 
the verdict. 

Wilbur’s penalty was fixed on the 
seventh ballot, the jurors having 
agreed on the life sentence 
for first-degree murder after 
beginning their balloting with a 
seven-to-fivye vote in favor of the 
death penalty. The Court’s instruc- 
tions provided for a verdict of mur- 
der in the first or second degree, 
manslaughter or acquittal. 

Hears Verdict Caimly. 

The prisoner was obviously con- 
cerned as he entered the courtroom 
to hear the verdict. As a photog- 
rapher took a fiash¥ght picture of 
him, he „ un the best 


+ heard it — 

Taking the stand in his own de- 
fense yesterday. Wilbur introduced 
a new element in the testimony 
when he gaid that he fired at Jos- 
eph V. Griffin, with whom his for- 
mer wife had been living, only 
after Griffin had started shooting 
at him. Wilbur said Mrs. Wilbur 
had been killed accidentally when 
she was struck by a bullet fired at 
her companion. 

Griffin, according to Wilbur’s 
testimony. fired at him thfough a 
glass door panel. Wilbur then re- 
turned the fire. he said, shooting 
five times at Griffin. He said he 
did not know he had killed Mrs. 
Wilbur until he was arrested. 

Says Other Man Threatened Him. 

Wilbur said he had an engzage- 
ment to meet his former wife 
downtown the day of the shooting, 
and she had told him that if she 
didn’t meet him, he was to gall 
at her home. He did so and then, 
he said, Griffin appeared and 
started shooting. Wilbur told the 
jury of Mrs. Wilbur's relations 
with Griffin, and that Griffin had 
threatened to shoot him if he did 
not leave Mrs. Wilbur alone. WII- 
bur said he did not know his wife 
had divorced him at the time of 
the trouble. 

The defendant admitted he had 
served a year in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary for larceny from the per- 
son and a workhouse sertence for 
petty larceny. He also admitted 
serving a 15- month sentence in 
the Arizona penitentiary for the 
theft of four apples from a res- 
dence while “beating his way” 
back to St. Louis from Los An- 
geles. 

Griffin previously had testified 
that Wilbur. started the shooting 
without warning when Mra. Wil- 
bur had appeared at the bottom of 
the steps lending to her front door.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 22.--The 
police last night dispersed without 
violence a parade of 200 commu- 
nists, confiscating about 50 | ban- 
ners, after the marchers bad un- 
successfully tried to start a dem- 
onstration in front of the national 
palace.

St. Louis’ Faulty Voting System. | 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
"HE next census will probably show 


that St. Louis has been passed by 
Boston and Baltimore. We are hope- 
lessly outdistanced by Los Angeles, 
Cleveland and Detroit. 

All this has happened since the char- 
ter of 1914, by its “winner-take-all” sys- 
tem of voting, put the city in charge of 
the Republican Central Committee, 
which represents only a minority of the 
Republicans of the city. 

Niederlucke, Alderman from the Third 
Ward, was beaten in his own: ward, and 
yet he is supposed to “represent” it. 
President Neun and all the Aldermen 
from even numbered wards were put in 
at an election where only 25 per cent of 
the registered voters voted.

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ST. LOUIS’ NEW FOOTBALL POLICY. 

After half a decade of intensive effort to put foot- 
ball on a crowded stadium basis our local universities 
announce they.are going back to playing the smaller 
colleges and let the big ones go hang. We suspect that 
a certain amount of chagrin accompanies the an- 
nouncements. Ambitious plans have fallen through. 
The heights, as they are visioned today, have been 
glimpsed and lost. Money that has checked out of 
the coffers has failed to report for roll call at the 
turnstile. 

The chagrin, if there is any, is needless. In re- 
tracing, the authorities are taking a step back in the 
direction of the original status of football and other 
amateur sports, a private game between private 
parties. 

Efforts to Barnumize the game, as has been done 
elsewhere, to the distortion of the spirit of the sport 
and the detriment of the players themselves, have not 
made the grade here. The lure of all the college trap- 
pings has failed to pull the public to the show. This 
may be attributed, perhaps, to the fajJure of both 
schools to develop a winning team. This failure, in 
turn, we think, is attributable to an improved sense 
of values among the members of the student bodies. 
The discerning student has seen that the public 
has taken away his sports, or rather his school has put 
them on the auction block and the exhibition plat- 
form, and he is out to find his own and enjoy it as 
a gentleman amateur should, privately and with his 
own friends and purely for the sake of the sport 
itself. The collegian whose Sunday putting is not 
shaken by the trouncing his school suffered the 
afternoon before is more to be commended than cen- 
sured.

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THE METROPOLITAN MERGER OUTLOOK. 

It is generally agreed at present that the prospects 
for adoption of the plan now being prepared for a 
merger of St. Louis and St. Louis County as Greater 
St. Louis are good, but some persons are inquiring 
whether the scheme is worth while. Perhaps some 
light is thrown on this subject by the survey of Ber- 
Un's experience, printed on this page. 

Supporters of the consolidation movement are unit- 
ed in the belief that the scheme for a city-county, a 
species bf municipal federalism, is the best cure for 
the governmental needs of both sides of the existing 
rigid city limits. Only the die-hards, who see merit 
in nothing but complete absorption of the county by 
the city or who, on the other hand, are bitterly op- 
posed to any change in the status quo, are found at 
this juncture opposing the scheme being drafted. It 
is hardly necessary to repeat the numerous substan- 
tial arguments for making a change in the relation- 
ship of the city and county, and Prof. Thomas H. 
Reed, the expert directing the movement, has present- 
ed ‘convincing economic and political reasons why 
the county should not be annexed bodily. 

“The admitted fact is that the Greater St. Louis 
plan will have the minimum effect in the beginning 
on the autonemy and the entity of St. Louis and the 
suburbs. It will make it possible, however, for fu- 
ture reforms to be brought about with comparative 
ease and for the metropolis to develop sanely and uni- 
formly without the restriction of jealous, independent 


borders. At the outset, it is proposed, there will be

Am HOG HAVER. 
The battle of Hog Haven empliasises the necessity 


posal problem. Feeding garbage to hogs has the 
vantage of economy. There is perhaps no large 
in the United States which spends less money on 
garbage disposal than St. Louis. But even if St. 
Louis could avoid such emergencies as the one pre 
cipitated by Judge Pearty's injunction, the hog-feed- 
ing method is always subject to criticism and com- 
plaint. As the St. Louis area grows denzer in Popn- 
lation, suitable hog-feeding grounds become scarce 
and the nuisance te neighboring property owners be- 
comes more acute. 

Eyentually, we believe, St. Louis will be forced to 
adopt the incinerator, used with such guccess by To- 
ronto and other cities ~isited last summer by & group 
of Aldermen and city officials. On the eve of the 
expiration of the Rea contract, an attempt was made 
to introduce incineration in St. Louis. The attempt 
was doomed to failure for the very practical reason 
that time and money were lacking to make so revo- 
| lutionary a change. To equip St. Louis would cost 
at least a million dollars; moreover, numerous prob 
lems must be solved. As we said in a previous 
discussion of this subject: 


Much is to be said for the incineration method, 
but various questions about it should be settled 
before it is adopted. Where would such a plant 
be located so as not to constitute a nuisance? 
Which of various methods of incineration would 
be employed? Is it better to build one large plant 
or several smaller ones? Should rubbish be col- 
lected and used for fuel? What of the cost? 
Some years ago a hurried effort was made to 

change our garbage disposal system. An incinerator 
was built at the foot of Chouteau avenue. It cost 
$70,000. After operating a short time it was aban- 
doned as prohibitively expensive and it now stands 
idle. Chicago had a similar experience. It sold 
recently to salvagers for $800 an incinerator which 
eost $225,000. St. Louis’ decision to continue the 
hog-feeding method for another five years was, there 
fore, the fruit of bitter experieneée proving that such 
changes cannot be effected in a day. 

What will happen in the next five years? That is 
ample time to discuss and debate the question, to 
draw up plans and to obtain the funds for an in- 
cineration system. Will the iffterval be used for that 
purpose or will we at the end of the time find our- 
selves once more confronted with the necessity of 
taking immediate action? 

Incidentally, garbage disposal is only one-half of 
the problem, the other being garbage collection. The 
city now uses the antiquated and expensive horse 
and wagon system. It has been estimated by the 
Bureau of Municipal Research that it could save 
$80,000 a year by using tractors and trailers. In 
1924 the city spent a considerable sum for tractors 
and trailers, but they have never been used because 
docking facilities are lacking. A new dotk should 
be built and complete automotive equipment obtained. 
No matter what system of disposal the city eventually 
adopts, it sooner or later must scrap horses and 
wagons, and it had better be sooner. 

We trust the battle of Hog Haven will be the last 
episode of its kind, and that the city will bestir 
itself to work out the incinerator system in all its 
details so that it can be adopted when the hog-feeding 
arrangement again expires.

BRITAIN’S RETIRING AMBASSADOR. 

Sir Esme Howard, British Ambassador to the 
United States since 1924, has spent 45 years in diplo- 
matic and official service. His experience touches 
almost all the capitals. It is a typical story of the 
Dnglish “career man,” beginning in modest positions 
of trial and proceeding steadily forward in responsi- 
bility and recognition as capacity demonstrated itself. 
Trained in the old school of his profession, Sir Esme 
kept pace with the times. Washington held him in :

graciousness that wins and holds friends. The whole 
country had come to know him by reason of his not 
infrequent appearance on occasions of moment and 
learned to appreciate his felicity of speech and grace 
of manner.

Civic Problems of the New Berlin 


Formed by consolidation of 94 communities, administrative area of German capital has 
unique problems; rapid increase of population adds complexities; cumbersome | 
municipal organs in need of simplification; consolidation of city transportation 
service has aided efficiency; street, playground and park programs being organized.

HE purpose of the consolidation of the 
historic city of Berlin with 93 adjacent 
cities, towns and manorial estates was 
to create a metropolitan agency capable of 
correlating the administration of the entire 
area. Berlin, chief city of the realm. is 
not an enterprise of merely local impor- 
tance and significance; it is a great project 
of the entire German Republic, belonging 
to the whole people. It is Germanys chief 
point of contact with the outside world. 
The problems of Berlin are most diffi- 
cult because the city has risen to its present 
position in less than 10 years. In 1825, 
when London had 1,400,000 and Paris 700, 
000 inhabitants, Berlin counted only 200,- 
000. In the two Gecades succeeding 1361, 
Berlin's population grew from 500,000 to 
1,100,000. Today Berlin is, with its popu- 
lation of 4,200,000, the second largest Ru- 
ropean city. The inclusion of the sur- 
rounding territory of 830 square kilometers 
(308.88 square miles), if Los Angeles, Cal., 
is excepted, made it im area the largest city 
in the world. 


Berlin faces the problem of the rational- 
ization of her administration. The unbear- 
able increase in administrative organs 
which resulted from the requirements of 
the act of the Prussian Landtag of 1920, 
is efitirely out of keeping with tra- 
ditions of local government. The élumsi- 
ness of administrative apparatus, and the 
hampering of the activities of the eadmin- 
istration, as well as the elimination of su- 
perfluous agencies and the establishment 
of clear and unmistskable lines of authority 
and responsibility, will soon have to be 
considered. It is entirely probable that

The first introduction -of Dr. 
Holzapfel to St. Louis readers, 
through his transtated works, was 
in the page article contributed by 
him to the Fiftieth Anniversary 
number of the Post-Dispatch, Dec. 
9, 1928. His article, written at 
his home in Switzerland, and trans- 
lated into English, was entitled 
“Latent Possibilities of America's 
Future.” 

He was the son of an Austrian 
physician, who did much for the 
poor and left little to -his family. 
He went, to South Africa in his 
youth and worked as shop boy, 
tinsmith and bookbinder, and as 
piano player in a sailor’s saloon. 
He gave a part of each day, in 
those rough years, to philosophical 
study, leading to his later univer- 
sity course and Ph. D. degree in 
Switzerland. , 

Like his books, which have not 
been translated from the German. 
the Post-Dispatch article was of 
such character as to appeal chief- 
ly to scholars. He discussed “the 
preparation of the American peo- 
ple for a higher formation of the 
conscience.” : é 

“The best, the holiest and th 
most gladdening instincts of the 
soul are held in chains not only 
in America,” he wrote, “they lead 
a miserable, shameful and slavish 
existence the whole world over. As 
Washington freed the Americans 
from the overlordship of Engiand, 
as Lincoln freed the Negroes from 
the despotism of plantation owners, 
so commanders of the spirit will 
one day arise to liberate the soul. 
An the United States, these 
leaders will most probably ‘bear 
some of the essential features of 
her two greatest heroes; for both 
Washington und Lincoln were liv- 
ing symbols of their people,

AMENDMENT TO KILL 


Aldermen Approve Elimination 
of Other Clauses Regulating 
Pedestrians From Code. 


Amendments to the pending uni- 
form traffic code, as recommended 
by the Legislative Committee, were 


approved unanimously by the Board 


f Aldermen yosterday. They had 
Deen approved by a minority of 
the committee on Thursday and ad- 
ditional members of the group con- 
curred yesterday to make possible 
the favorable report. 

The amendments eliminate from 


the bill clauses’ regulating pedes- 
trians, including one of jaywalking, 


and prohibiting all-night parking. 


Other changes, as outlined in de- 
tall in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, 
cover stopping behind street cars, 
passing on both sides of safety 
zones, turning in the street, ob- 
structing a driver’s view and ve- 
hicles stopping before emerging 
fyom alleys and buildings and at 
grade crossings. 

Next week the measure will be 
engrossed and its passage by the 
board the following week is antic- 
ipated. In general, the code follows 
the uniform regulations being ad- 
vocated for cities and towns 
throughout the country. 

A letter from the North St. Louis 

Business Men’s Association, urging 
the Board of Aldermen to pass the 
measure for widening Goodfellow 
avenue between Natural Bridge and 
McLaren avenues, was read to the 
board. The board’s Streets Com- 
mittee had held the measure with- 
out report, hy a vote of 4 to 3 
last Wednesday, because of neigh- 
borhood opposition to the project. 
in spite of the urging of city plan- 
ners and civic leaders to carry it 
out as an essential part of the ma- 
jor street system. 
It is proposed to widen Goodfel- 
low from 60 to 80 feet, except be- 
tween Lillian and West Florissant 
avenues, where it would be only 
70 feet. Neighboring property 
Owners think it would cost too 
much. The city spent $136,000 of 
bond issue money to pave this 
stretch with 20 feet of concrete, 
anticipating its widening as a main 
artery. The letter from the busi- 
ness associati told of a resolu- 
tion by which that organization re- 
iterated its approval ef the widen- 
ing, cost of which, it said, would be 
nominal. A few objectors should 
not be allowed to retard the city’s 
progress, the letter declared.

An inquiry is being made in St. 
Louls by Attorney-General Shartel 
to find out whether any of the op- 
erations ot certain organizations 
in the electrical industry are con- 
trary to any of the many provi- 
sions of the State’s anti-trust laws. 

Complaints have been made to 
the Attorney-General that some 
of the practices are violative of 
the intent of the aw and are put- 
ting unfair costs upon building 
operations, 

The Attorney-General, who in- 
tends to prosecute under a quo 
warranto proceeding before the 
Supreme Court in the event his in- 
vestigators adduce sufficient evi- 
dence, bégan the inquiry following 
complaints from certain electricai 
contractors that they have been 
restricted in. their operations as 
unwilling members of the organiza- 
tions and that bids are forced to 
high levels by intimidation. 

The Association of Master Build- 
ers of St. Louis, composed of gen- 
eral contractors, has joined with 
the Attorney-General in the inves- 
tigation, the general contractors 
claiming sad fies organizations un- 
der inquiry have unreagonahly in- 
creased building costs by their 
operations: a 

Organizations Under Inquiry. 

The organizations under inquiry 
are the Electrical Employers’ 825 
sociation, composed of contractors 
only; the Electrical Protective As- 
sociation, which ~provides. death 
and annuity insurance for journey- 
men electricians and other em- 
ployes of the contractors; the Blec- 
trical Appréval Beard, which ap- 
proves bids and contracts, and the 
Electrical Listing Bureau, whieh 
figures the quantities of materials. 
and specifies the number of hours 
of labor that will be required on 
any job. P : . 

A number of “electrical contrac- 
tors, who assert they are members 
of the organ ons through 
threats of not & given union 
workmen, have made detailed 
Statements in the last week to 
Assistant Attorney-General Smith 
B. Atwood in his. St. Louis office 
at 1000 National Bank of Com- 
merce Building, sétting forth the 
operations of the organizations. 

Before departing for Jefferson 
City yesterday to place these state- 
ments before the Attorney-General 
for analysis, Atwood said the in- 
quiry had not proceeded to a point 
Where he cared to disclose his 
findings, 

Other electrical contractors have 
indicated they are réady to talk 
to the Attorney-General. Atwood 
will return to St. Louis tomorrow 
‘nd will resume the investigation.
